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PSYCHIATRIC AFFILIATION 


On Thursday, November 28, 1946. Sister Vin- 
centia, Sister Colette, Sister Mary Kathleen, 
Miss G. Murphy and Miss K. Whalen visited the: 
Toronto Psychiatric Hospital on invitation from 
Miss Elizabeth Bregg, Superintendent of Nurses, 
for the purpose of re-establishing psychiatric 
nursing affiliation. 

A very interesting programme was prepared by 


Miss Bregg, which ineluded a visit to the male 


and female wards, treatment rooms, the occu- 
pational therapy department, the dietary depart- 
ment out-patients’ clinic and nursing staff offices. 
Ilere, the clinical and theoretical programmes 
were discussed at length. The former includes 
three months’ experience on the wards, in the 
occupational therapy department and the out- 
patients’ department. Supervised follow-up visits 
are made by the students during experience in 
the out-patients’ department. — 

The course of instruction is approximately 117 
hours including lectures and conferences in 
psychiatry and psychiatric nursing, psychology, 
social work, nutrition and occupational therapy. 

The Psychiatrie Hospital, situated just north 


of College Street on Surrey Place, has a bed 


capacity of approximately 67 patients. Mentally 
ill patients are admitted for. observation and 
treatment for a limited period of time. 

Misses Jean O’Neill and Noreen Searson are 
the first students scheduled to receive psychiatric 
affiliation beginning December 6, since the dis- 
continuance of this course some ten years ago.

Meetings are held the second Tuesday of June, 
October, December and March. The first part of 


the meeting is given over to business which has 
arisen in the intervening months. This is followed 
by a special feature, educational in character. 
Later, tea and refreshments are served and the 
real chats of the evening begin. 

The Executive and particularly, the President, 
puts some time on the arrangement of the meet- 
ings, trying to ascertain what would be of interest 
to the members. However, it is disappointing to 
state that, only 4% of the paid up members attend 
these meetings. (You can figure it out in actual 
numbers, we are ashamed to puti them so baldly). 
Why? The Executive would certainly like to know 
—-the cause seems to be a combination of factors. 
and one difficult to bring out in a clear eut per- 
spective. Lack of attendance at meetings seems to 
be a common problem experienced by all Alumnae 
Associations, in fact gatherings of all kind, as _ 
you constantly see it reflected in reports of church 


meetings and other gatherings deploring a small 


attendance. Particularly, it is evident in the lack of 
interest in the use of the franchise. People will 
not exert themselves to vote; yet, only 100 years 
ago men died that they might get ‘‘rep by pop” 
and the right to vote. One wonders if a common 
trend can be translated into an actual cause. 

If one were to ask the casual observer why the 
meetings were not well attended, a variety of 
causes might be put forth, among these, the fact 
that many nurses are on duty. This is true but 
the number would not be so great as to be notice- 


able. Another cause suggested might be that our 


organization is getting so large that it is difficult 
to keep in touch with everyone and unless you feel 
that you are going to know people when you at- 


tend the meeting your interest is not as great. This 


is true and suggestions as to ways and means of 
overcoming this would be weleomed. Lack of in- 
terest might be put forth, again suggestions are 
welcomed to make the meetings of interest to 
everyone. Certainly the interest and enthusiasm 
of the Sisters in the Alumnae is a sterling example, 
of 100% co-operation and interest. It should be a 
catalyst to stimulate the members to higher 
things. 
So with the thought of the New Year ahead, the 
next meeting is in March, the Executive is going 
to work hard to make it an interesting meeting 
—won’t you work hard, at doing your best to be 
present? Start the Alumnae Year right with at- 
tendance at the March meeting! |

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THE WAY THE WIND IS BLOWING

In an unguarded moment, I let the program 
committee of District Five, R.N.A.O., inveigle me 
into giving an informal talk at the recent meet- 
ing in Barrie. The understanding was that I was 
to be off the record and therefore free to speak 
my mind. This apparently went to my head a 
little and I am afraid that I made some provo- 
cative statements which may seem injudicious in 
the cold light of the printed page. However, the 
editor of the Bulletin insists on publishing them, 
so here they are and let the chips fall where they 
may, 

I freely admit that I did say that about half 
the nurses of Ontario are not pulling their weight 
either provineially, nationally or internationally. 
About fifty per cent of them are not members 
of the R.N.A.O. and therefore cannot qualify for 
membership either in the Canadian Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation or in the International Council of Nurses. 
As a result, they can take no active part in for- 
mulating policies and making decisions which, 
whether they realize it or not, will ultimately 
affect them profoundly. 

For example, the training of certified nursing 
assistants is now well under way under govern- 
ment auspices. We do not yet know the extent 
to which the competition of this group will con- 
stitute an economic threat to the professional 


nurse. At present we are coasting along, high, 


wide and handsome, on the crest of the wave of 
prosperity and full employment. The crest of 
any wave curls over and breaks sooner or later 
and, when it does, we may find ourselves in the 
trough. All hands will be needed at the oars to 
vet us out of it. 

One thing which I did not say at Barrie I am 
gvoing to say here. There are some nurses who 
are members of professional organizations, and 
therefore ought to know better, who say that 
nursing leaders should have prevented the offi- 
cial training and recognition of this auxiliary 
group. The truth is that the public demand for 
the services of these workers was irresistible. 
All that the organized nursing profession could 
do was to choose between two courses of action: 
either to train and supervise them under pro- 
fessional auspices, or to allow some other edu- 
cational agency, such as the technical schools, to 
assume the responsibility. Does any thinking 
nurse question the wisdom of the alternative 
which has been chosen? 

A word was said at Barrie about the pro- 
fessional challenge with which the certified nurs- 
ing assistant may confront us, if she does her 
work superlatively well. She is to specialize in 
bedside nursing, the actual day by day care of 
the patient; in other words, she is intimately 
coneerned with the basic skills in which nursing 
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is deeply rooted. If professional nurses are to 
maintain their status they must be able to demon- 
strate a superior degree of competence in the 
clinical field as in every other. It may well be 


_ that a little healthy competition on the part. of an 


up-and-coming new group, anxious to prove its 
value, may do us no harm, It looks as though 
we need it. 

The international Council of Nurses will meet 
in Atlantic City in May, 1947, and the Canadian 
Nurses’ Association will be represented at that 
amazing conference. No other international group 
has shown more stubborn will and’ persistence 
in clinging to life even under conditions which 
would have overwhelmed less courageous women. 
It seems a pity that nurses who are not members 
of their provincial organizations can have no 
part in shaping the policies and making the de- 
cisions Which will come up for consideration at 
that time, but well, no use saying it all 
over again. 

Brief reference was also made to labour rela- 
tions and to labour unions. Two of the principal 
functions of labour unions are to prevent disputes 
and to carry on collective bargaining. These fune- 
tions are now heing performed in many parts of 
the United States, and to a growing extent in 
Canada, by professional’ nursing organizations. 
There is nothing particularly startling about this, 
Iivery private duty registry in Canada is a col- 
lective bargaining agency. The difference lies 
in the fact that professional organizations. such 
as the Canadian Nurses Association, forbid the 
use of the strike in case of disputes. 

At Barrie, I rushed in where angels fear to 
tread and mentioned the prickly question of fees. 
Except in Ontario, membership in the provincial 
association is compulsory and, subject to a little 
grumbling, membership fees are paid without 
question even when they rise, which they occa- 
sionally do. It is only natural that members of 
associations which are virtuous by compulsion 
should seek consolation in eriticizing those nurses 
in Ontario who feel that fifty cents or so per 
month is too much to pay for the benefits they 
might receive from the R.N.A.O. and which. in- 
deed, they do receive without paying for them 
at all. These out-of-Ontario critics are neverthe- 
less keenly conscious that the R.N.A.O. has done 
a superb job, without benefit of compulsory mem- 
bership, thanks to enlightened and courageous 
leadership. The R.N.A.O. Bulletin alone is worth 
the price of admission. 

Unfortunately, my well-meant admonitions at 
Barrie fell only on the ears of those nurses who 
are members in good standing of the R.N.A.O. 
They certainly are pulling their weight and a 
little more. The only suggestion that I could 
make to them was that each member should make 
it her business to bring one more into the fold. 
When that has been accomplished, the nurses of 
Ontario can look all the other provinces proudly 


in the eye and claim that they too are virtuous, 


and not by compulsion either.
